THERE WAS NO BOYCOTT

No Truth in the a-pnn that the Knights
of Laber Placed Their Ban on the K. of
F. Basar.

It has been extensively rumored by some
persans that the Knights of Labor declared
a boyeott on the K. of . bazar which was
held in the wigwam during the holidays
There was no truth in the rumor, and by
individual members of the order it was em-
pliatically denied. The matter was one of
such gravity, however, that it was consid-
erad proper to take official action upon it
The following, which fully explnins itself,
was sent to the Rervniie ofice yesterday,
but atan hour too late fur publication in last
evenlng's editlon;

The following action was taken by Mad
River sssembly, K. of L., at its meeting
January 5, 1887:

Whereas, Kumors have been prevalent,
purporting to eome from Knights of Labor,
that certain assemblies had Issued & boyeott
upon the bazar held by division No. 44, K.
of P., and

Wherens, The committee appointed by
this assembly to investignte said rumors,
have, apon full and eareful inquiry, found
that all reports of such action by assemblies
have emenated from sources other than the
Knights of Labor, and that no soch action
has been had by any assembly; therefore
be it

Resolved, That Mad River assembly de-
nounee all such rumors and reports as wall-
cious and not in accordance with that prin-
ciple that should actuate all good citizens.
